BAD RIOT IN BELFAST. 


Or«B*ea#aa'M P rocessien A ttacked--- 
A Nan Die® of F righ t. 
Belfast, Oct. 8.—A fremendous Orange 
meeting was held bore and was followed by a 
large procession, which took up its line of 
march through the principal streets. 
Near 
the Nazareth convent, which was attacked 
by Orangctuoo on Friday night, a fierce of 
charge was made upon the rank# by a large 
boby of Catholics, and a terrible light ensued. 
Patois, sticks, stone*, etc , were extensively 
used, and for a time the efforts of the j*jlie« 
to quell the riot were fruitless 
Order was at 
lost restored, but not until three policemen 
had been seriously wounded. 
Many of the 
participants in the battlo were injured, some 
of them, it is thought, fatally, and a larg** 
nuniticr of arrest* were made. 
The riot created such consternation among 
tile inmates of the Nazareth convent, that the 
Lady Superior of that institution, fearful 
that another attack w ould be made upon 
them, became so violently excited that she 
! died from tho 'hock before th* tumult I ad 
subsided.
